FOREST FIRE SITUATION 


With the western Glacier Park 
district forest fire situation greatly 
improved more than 4,000 men are 
attempting to establish control lines 
about large stands of timber burn- 
ing in Idaoh, Montana and Eastern 
Washington; damaging fires also 
are burning in Canada and in North- 
ern California, The worst fires in ten 
years were reported raging through- 
out Northern Manitoba, The situ- 
ation has been made critical by the 
lack of rain for two months. Wooden 
trestles of the Hudson Bay Railway 
and ten miles of telegraph poles are 
among the property destroyed. 

The Kanisku, Flathead, Blackfeet, 
Coeur D'Alene and Pend Oreille for- 
ests have been hardest hit by fires 
which have devastated thousands of 
acres in the last month, Reports 
continue of logging camps and isol- 
ated ranch houses being destroyed, 

Campers on Lake MacDonald, at 
the western entrance to Glacier 
Park, were returning to their cot- 
tages today after fleecing Saturday 
when fire menaced several camps. 
The eastern side of the park where 
most of the visitors enter has not 
been threatened, 

Numerous blazes in the Blackfeet 
forest, Western Montana havc 
spread until only a change in the 
weather will bring relief, forest 
officials said.

BRITAIN KEEPS EYE ON BALK-

VIENNA, Austria, Aug. 3.—Jugo- 
Slavia has indicated to Bulgaria, it 
is learned from diplomatic sources, 
that she will take “protective mea- 
sures" if raids by irregulars are con- 
tinued, It is hoped the trouble will 
be ended by diplomatic exchanges. 

(Bulgaria and Jugo-Slavia have 
both made charges and counter- 
chaiges of border invasions). 


Britain Keeps Watch 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—The British 
government is closely watching the 
latest Balkan incident, involving 
Bulgaria and Jugo-Slavia. 

Godfrey Locker-Lampson, under 
secretary for foreign affairs, told 
the house of commons today that 
Jugo-Slay forces likely would be 
ordered across the Bulgarian fron- 
tier if Macedonian bands entered 
Jugo-Slavia in large numbers, the 
object of the Jugo-Slavia being to 
pursue the irregulars back into Bul- 
garian territory until they were not 
@ menace to the frontier. 

The under-secretary added, how- 
ever, that the British government 
was not aware whether Jugo-Slavian 
forces had corssed the border.

mends to the Federal Constituency 
Associations that the members of 
the Federal Group, who may be 
elected in the forthcoming Federal 
ceneral election, recognizing the 
supreme authority in the Associa- 
tion, the Annual Convention, and 
their delegated officials, the U.F.A. 
Central Board and Executive, re- 
port as a group unit to these bodies.” 
Sanction of House 

“Whereas, the power of a Prime 
Mivister to advise a dissolution or 
threaten it at will, places him in a 
position of almost automic author- 
ity, and impress serious restrictions 
upon the freedom of the members of 
the House of Commons, and, 

“Whereas, the power to advise a 
dissolution, when lightly exercised, 
threatens the stability of Parlia- 
mentary institutions and may plunge 
the country into unnecessary elec- 
tions, and, 

“Whereas, the Governor-General 
may be placed in an invidious posi- 
tion 43 a result of improper advice 
as to dissolution tendered him by 
the Prime Minister of the day; and, 

“Whereas, it is undesirable that 
the representative of the Crown 
should at any time be in danger of 
appearing to become involved in a 
party controversy, as the result of 
such improper advice; 

“Therefore be it resolved, that 
subj to the statutory limitation 
of five pears upon the life of Parlia- 
ment, the Prime Minister shall be 
under obligation to obtain the sans- 
tion of a majority of the House of 
Commons befre advising His Ex- 
eellency the Governor-General to 
dissolve Parliament.” 

Life of Parliament 

A resolution recommending the 
passage of an act to fix a stated 
time for the life of parliament was 
killed. It was favored by some de- 
legates and opposed by others, the 
opponents pointing out thatit con- 
tradicted the former resolution, One 
Woman delegate who styled herself 
a “Conservative Canadian” was not 
prepared to go so far in tinkering 
with Canada’s constitution for she 
observed that emergencies might a- 
rise when the voice of the people 
should be secured. If a government 
took office for a fixed time suct 
appeal could not be made. She ci 
conscription as an example of a 
matter that ought alway 
mitted to the electorate. 

A resolution asking that special 
by-elections for cabinet ministers be 
abolished carried, A resolution from 
High River seeking to “broaden out” 
in the political sphere was defeated. 
A Pincher Creek resolution asking 
that groups in constituencies where 
a portion of the U.F.A, losals were 
opposed to separate political action 
be granted a voice in conventions 
carried, also a resolution from a 
group of Lethbridge Northern farm- 

ers between Granum and Barons 
asking for certain privileges under 
the L.N. act whereby they shall be 
made responsible for rate payments 
on only a part of their irrigable land, 
W. H. Shield, M.L.A., championed 


Rocky Coulee local.
